an automobile. Then there were Ihc dare-devil performers 
who "leaped the gap," turning .somersaults in midair an 
hurling themselves through space over the backs of a Hock of 
elephants after a wild ride'on a''wh«erdown a sleep incline. .. 


It was common for every cireus.:lo.Q,rry as a special feature 


a diver, who leaped from a lofty ladder into a lank of water as 
a headline attraction for the "free" outside show before Ihe 
main performance began. All this has passed. Now we have 
gorgeous spectacles instead. Witness the "Joan of Arc" pro- 
duction which is featured this season by the Ringling show. 


it is well lhat Ihe circus people-have come to a realization 


lhat such a change was expedient.. While human nature is 
composed as il is, there will be.people reckless enough to at- 
tempt any feat for a remuneration. 


Such people lake their life in Iheir hands al every perfor- 


mance for a weekly wage. 
But when Hie slip comes, as il did 


to "Diavolo" and numerous others, and Iheir crushed and 
bleeding forms are carried away before Ihe eyes of thousands 
of watchers, il seems loo bad that Ihe law allows such needless 
risks. 
I'erformers of this nature are simply courting' suicide 


every lime they provide Ihe thrill for a circus crowd. 


Another evidence that Ihis form of entertainment is no 


longer popular is Ihe fact that aeroplanes, formerly Ihe great 
magnet for big fairs, are no longer in demand.

reckless performers themselves are coming lo realize the fool 
hardiness of their calling.
